Would be a prohibition 
upon American com. Sir li, 1'ael t>ieu 
intend a detailed aualytts of the opera- 
tion of hi* scale at various points. H* 
admitted that the country could not be 
mad* absolutely independent of foreign 
grain, hut he would have bet importation 
supple mental only, and not substantia! 
mf primary. For, if impmution took 
place to such an extent u to supersede 
home-grown corn, the day might come 
when, from dencient harvests or other 
causes, they might have bittrr eijjerienc* 
of the imprudence of discouraging agricul- 
ture at home. He compared his own 
scale with those which hud preceded it, 
and showed in detail its ndsantage over 
them all. Yet some of bis opponeuta 
said, give up your dictation, and let the 
old law stand, lie woold not consent to 
leave them that grievance. Lord John 
said, fis an Ss. duty, but the noble lord's 
own allies would not tiuTer inch a duty to 
be permanent ; and Lord John himself, 
citing Lord Bacon, bad affirmed the inti- 
pediency of any rhange ecccpt.uch ai would 
carry a settlement. IVrhnpa in a mere 

Crty sense it might have been better to 
thelawalona. Hutmiiiistem had o(h t r 
and higher views. They had not eouferitd 
beforehand with [heir supporter*. They 
mpectodsomc disaffection in somci t u*rfers t 
hut they looked tn find their ultimate re.

Lord I Vlioe til on. at tlie close tit the 
last icsiion of parliament, hud expressed 
bis apprehension that the present change 
of the government would fail in giving 
satisfaction, and th* result justified his 
apprehenaiont. Sir Robert Feel had him- 
self admitted litis ; and the silence with 
which the first statement of it bad been 
received by the supporters of the govern ■ 
men*, was its condemnation — " do m silent, 
cbunaat."— Minister* had not taken the 
ennme of gratifying either party. A more 
liberal measure might not have received 
support from one quarter, bjt it would 
have been compensated by support from 
Other quarters, and such a course would 
hare been ultimately better for the govern- 
ment as well u the country. Still be was 
aware that the measure would be carried -, 
silence gives consent. He waa favourable 
to a liied duty ; nut, however, tor the 
sake of protection to agriculture, for lie 
objected to all jirot;<cti*ii. The conBiimet 
was not called ou to insure other produ- 
cers against the contingencies of their 
callings. His view of n duly was, 
Mint it should he raised for revenue 
alone. Sir II. Peel had stated no reasons 
for makiog such n chruige hs thir, unless 
it were that agriculture, iisd actually more 
protection Until it could make use sf. The 
Hied duty would have been better for the 
interests of our enports, better for the re- 
gularity of the supply, better for the cm- 
plnyment of llritish shipping. But a 
shilling scale, modify it as yon will, would 
neither braeSt commerce nor the revenue ; 
while, uuder a fixed duty, the trade in 
corn would become a steady and expansive 
trade. It wu idle to talk about indepen- 
dence of foreigners in a country where 
some millions of people exist but by 
foreign commerce. Ireland had been a 
corn-exporting country, and yet her poor 
bad starved because they lud not the 
means of purchasing the very com they 

raised, Why wts the earth dividtd iutn 
times, each having production* peculiar to 
itself, while the wants of almost All 

order that man abmitd be dependent 
on man — Hint commerce might wake liim 
happier, wiser, and heller! Then came 
the preaumptuous folly of llie dealers in 
protection attempting to substitute the 
puny shactea of their own legislation lor 
the great and beneficial law. of nature. 
Whatever the issue of this debate, tie 
looked forward, at no distant period, to 
the maturity of better principles and bet. 
ter results.

In abort, th* cotnmissioucrs, by their 
whole conduct iu cunncriiun with the ap- 
pointment of chaplains, had p., id court to 
the Irish Roman Catholic bishops. 

Tbt Duke ol Wellington said, the noble
